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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 6^^, 2006 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-1 5 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 2, 9-12, 16, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Hannan (WO 93/05733) as disclosed by Applicant within the Information Disclosure 
Statement. 
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5. Hannan discloses a lens implant comprising a optic made of resilient, shape retaining 
synthetic material (Translation: page 7, lines 16-19) further comprising an optic positioning 
member coupled to the optic and responsive to ciliary moment in order to change the optic from 
a first position to a second position. The optic positioning member further comprising an 
anterior and posterior segment wherein the optic falls between the anterior and posterior 
segments. See Figure 1 . 

6. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Weinschenk, III 
et al. ("Weinschenk") (U.S. Patent Number 6,599,317). Weinschenk discloses an intraocular 
lens comprising implant comprising a optic made of resilient, shape retaining synthetic material, 
and an optic positioning member coupled to the optic and responsive to ciliary moment in order 
to change the optic from a first position to a second position. The optic positioning member 
further comprising an anterior and posterior segment wherein the optic falls between the anterior 
and posterior segments. See Figure 5. 

7. Furthermore, the lens of Weinschenk comprises a plurality of spaced apart arms and legs 
which extend radially from the optic for engaging the capsule of the eye. See Figure 4.
